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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that neither reference discloses 
or teaches the effective inhibition against gram(+) and gram (-) bacterial. 

This is found not persuasive because, firstly the claims are directed to a composition comprising and any composition comprising the 
ingrediients recited in the claimes will inherently meet that composition. And Beilfuss discloses a composition comprising anti-microbilal 
agent capable of inhibiting gram (+) and gram (-) bacteria (see col. 5 lines 1-40). Since Modak or Jampani in view of Beilfuss teahes the 
effective inhibition of gram (+) and gram(-) bacteria , meets the claim limitations, all the claims are maintained for the reasons mentioned 
above and the detailed in previous office action. 
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
